Lower Bocks County 
Males Show Up Well 
In Physical Tests 


Local Draft Board Say* 
Only 30% Ara Being 
' Rejected for Service 


Figures released today by the 
local draft board show that Lower 
Bucks County males are as healthy 
as any living in the metropolitan 
Philadelphia area. 
For the first two months, thus 
far of 1953. only 30% of those for­ 
warded 
for their 
pre - Induction 
phyiscal 
examination 
from 
this 
area, have been disqualified for 
medical reasons. 
This compares with the approxl-* 
mutely 
30% 
disqualified 
among 
those sent to the Philadelphia Ex­ 
amining station from the seven- 
county area surrounding and in­ 
cluding Philadelphia County, using 
the latest available figures. 
This year's average of the num­ 
ber of eligibles 1^ higher than the 
average for 19-52 when 35% wen* 
rejected for medical reasons. 
Last year the local board pro­ 
cessed more than 550 men, and of 
this number 350 were eligible for 
induction, 316 men were actually 
forwarded to Induction centers. 
As for calls for Induction last 
year, 28 men were called In Janu­ 
ary and by the end of March a total 
of 89 men had been called. During 
the spring and summer months the 
call quota tapered cdf. and during 
the six month* period ending In 
September sn average of lese than 
IO men per month were called by 
Induction officials. 
In the last three months of 195S 
the number called again rose and 
reached a peak of 70 men in De­ 
cember. 
The number of men called for in­ 
duction physical examinations fol­ 
lowed the same pattern of a high 
rate in the first quarter of 1962, 
tapering off in the summer ‘months, 
but with a higher rate called in 
September 
a n d 
the 
remaining 
months of the year. November saw 
96 men forwarded to be examined. 
For the first three months of 1953 
tho board has increased the num­ 
ber forwarded for pre - induction 
physicals by approximately 30% 
over last year’s figures. For the 
first three months of 
1953 the 
board will have received Induction 
calla for nearly 50% more than 
were caUed In the Uke period of 
1952.'

Marlon Franklin Ellis alia* Jack 
Massey, who re liv e d "life’* and is 
now applying for pardon; John 
Tagg, Jr., of South Langhorne; and 
(Jarl "Hoso" Meyers. Lancaster, 8.O., 
held as a material witness in the j 
case at that time. 
Tagg was the driver of the bandit 
car and turned State's evidence at j 
the trial. He implicated Snipes and J 
Ellis because he (Tagg) had not 
received his share of #450 that was j 
taken from the proprietor of the 
Blue Spruce Inn just before he was 
shot to death. 
Ellis (alias Massyy) and Snipes 
were also identified at the time 
(Feb. 16. IM I) by Joseph Ptdgeon, 
of Norristown, and Edward Karr, 
of Plymouth Meeting as the men 
who a week previously had held 
up their gasolene stations. 
Tagg and Rills were also sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment in the 
Eastern State Penitentiary, after 
entering plea# of guilty. 
The late Judge Boyer fixed the 
degree In the Ellis and Tagg case 
1 first degree m urder and pro­ 
nounced the life sentence*. 
At the time the late Judge Boyer 
remarked; 
"The murder in the 
Snipes case was warranted under 
the evidence, In the case of Tagg 
and Ellis (Massey) there are some 
distinguishing features. You have 
not denied your guilty and you have 
both assisted the Commonwealth 
In the trial of Snipes. Neither of you 
did anything that approved of the 
actual shooting.'*

If you knew Him better, you 
would be able to distinguish I '- 
tween the desire to hide yon •• 
self away with the sincere flame 
that hum s more brightly be­ 
cause it burns for God alone, 
and that dictated by a cowardly 
heart seeking to escape from 
scandal and imagining that it 
can deceive the Master as it de­ 
ceives men.
